as against something over 200 dur- 
ing the previous year.

droughts, while 1902 was

marked by "rainy spells," which may 
account for the infrequeney of calls 
during the past year. 
The losses 


have not yet been computed, owing 
to the absence of returns from tin 
fire insurance companies which suf 
fered. 


The report goes on to say that there 


are 59 men and 42 horses employee 
in the service; that there are 7 steair 
engines and one chemical engine, £ 
hose carts, one aerial truck, one hook 
and ladder truck, a supply -wagon, a 
chief's wagon, and other parapher- 
nalia, and that there is in actual use 
14,050 feet of good hose.
